HOUSEHOLD AIDS AND HELPS 
Here is a. recipe for a good soldernig 


fluid that has proved to be quite sat- 
isfactory and it is quit* ena'yto make. 
Tike four ounces of muriatic acid and 
put into it as much sheet zinc as will 
dissolve then add half an ounce of sal- 
ammoniac. To use it dampen the place 
to be mended very slightly, then lay 
on the solder and hold a red hot iron' 
upon it unti! it i» melted and any tin 
article can be mended with this solder, 
To mend china and glassware, dissolve 
gum arable until it ie like mucilage, 
then stir in plaster of pads until it is 
thick and apply at onco, and molted 
alum makes a good cement for china and 
glues. 
Lumps that are not well' cared 


lor are often the cause of headache and 
bad eyesight and oculists bills as our 
health and eyesight depend quite a good 
deal upon the lumps wo rend and work 
by. 
To'have a good light, you must 


change the wicktt very often as they 
soon become clogged and do not permit 
the free passage of the oil, and every 
five or six weeks, boil your burners in 
atrong suds with a little soda added. 
I'our all the oil out of the inside of the 
howl of the lamp occasionally and wash 
the inside of the bowl perfectly clean 
and fill with fresh oil, und you will find 
yourself well repaid for thin sidditioual 
trouble when the lamps are ready for 
u»e. Housekeepers who burn wood can 
have one of the very bent cleaners for 
brass, silver, steel and tinware. Part

MEASURING THE BRIGHTNESS 


OF THE DOG-STARS. 


Both SirluB and Prooyon are Et 


near us that in our larger telescope 
we can see their posiUoae in the sky 
visibly change as our earth traverses 
Its great path around the sun. BT 
carefuny measuring how much tne' 
B«em to move when viewed from ou 
earth we c»n readily find 


miles, 
cnjfr with t 


mxras that a special method of de- 
scribing them must be employed. 


As many of. our readers doubtless 


know, astronomers tell 'how great 
the distances between the stars are 
by telling how long a! time would he 
required for light to pass from one 
of the sttrs to another. It is known 
that light traverses the enormous 
distance of 186,330 miles in a single 
second; a speed so great that in one 
second a beam of light would move 
around our earth nearly eight times. 
Could we start from our sun and travel 
outward with this velocity, we would 
arrive at the world Mercury in 
about three minutes, and at our own 
earth in about eight minutes. One 
and one-third seconds after Oils we 
would pass our moon, but not until 
about four hours had elapsed would 
we reach Neptune, the outermost 
known world of our solar system. 
Here we might well hesitate before 
venturing into the cold and nearly 
empty space which Una beyond. For 


$fiv- 
after leaving the warmth and Itfe of 
our solar system, we would have to 
pursue our journey for no IBM than 
four and one-third yeare before we 
arrived at that star of the sky which 
of all the stars Is the very, nearest 
to our sun. 
Had we directed our 


course toward Sirtiu we would not 
have arrived tb«re until eight and 
one-third years after starting, while 
the journey to Procyon would have 
required no lose than nin« years and 


no-half. 
Now the Jaws of light are well 


.nowc. It is known, for example 
hat if our sun were moved twice ai 
ar"away from us as It is It would ap- 
pear to us only ono-fourth as bright; 
fere it moved four times as fai 
.way it would appear one-«ixte«Btr 
as bright, and so on. We can there 
ore readily find that if our awn were 
emoved to the distaow of Slrins i 
would shine only on« thirty-third ar 
brightly as Slrins do«B; at thai dls 
tance it would look to us only as 
brleht as our North Star does now. 
We are therefore quite certain that 
Sirius is actually pouring oot thtrty- 
three times as much li<ht as our own 
tun. In the s»me way wo ted that 
Procyon. which, though only slightly 
more distant, is clearly much fainter 
.han Sirics, is about eight times as 
jrignt as our sun. 
FINDING THE DISTANCE TO THE 


MILKY WAT. ' 


Both Sirius and Procyon are among 


our very nearest neighbors among 
the stars. Altogether there are less 
than one hundred suns so near us 
that their positions, seem to change 
as w« view them from our moving 
earth: all the rest are so enormously 
remote that we do not see them dis- 
placed at all even when we journey 
the great distance of one hundred and 
eighty million miles, from one aide 
of our sun to the other. Is there any 
way In which we can estimate the 
distance to these remote stars, and 
especially can we learn anything of 
the distance of the millions of faint 
stars which compose the densest part
